THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dunhartan  in  the  County 
of  Mernmack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  town  house  in  said 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  same.

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  state  mainte- 
nance, to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  repair  the  old  road  machine, 
or  purchase  a  new  one,  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 


8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  enlarge  the  North 
Dunbarton  Cemetery,  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
a  state  patrolman. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  celeberate  Old  Home 
Day. 

11.  To  see  what  discount  the  town  will  allow  on  all 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  July  1,  1917. 

12.  To  hear  the  report  of  agents,  auditors  or  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  school  year  has  been  uneven  in  the  different  districts 
this  year,  Montalona  school  was  open  only  during  the 
spring  term.  There  being  but  three  pupils  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  close  the  school  temporarily. 
Two  of  the  pupils  Avere  sent  to  Wood  Hill  school,  Bow,  and 
the  remaining  pupil,  a  child  of  six  years,  was  kept  at  home. 
She  will  have  to  be  provided  with  schooling,  however,  this 
coming  year. 

School  was  kept  at  North  Dunbarton  and  Burnham  Hill 
districts  for  32  weeks  and  at  the  Center  district  for  31 
weeks. 

With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  our  new  superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Fred  S.  Libbey,  commenced  his  duties.  The 
result  of  his  work  is  very  apparent  to  the  school  board,  and 
we  feel  that  the  district  is  amply  repaid  for  the  small  sum 
which  it  pays  towards  his  salary. 

A  new  transportation  team  has  been  added  to  the  Center 
district,  and  a  North  Dunbarton  route  has  been  extended, 
thus  adding  to  the  transportation  charges,  but  as  a  Monta- 
lona team  has  been  taken  off  the  total  charge  remains  about 
the  same  as  last  year.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  ihc  School  Board  of  Dunharton: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  superintendent  of 
Dunbarton  schools  together  with  certain  recommendations 
for  your  consideration.  In  this  report  I  shall  speak  very 
frankly  of  conditions  as  I  found  them  and  try  to  show 
what  has  been  done  in  the  five  months  since  I  began  my 
work  and  then  suggest  what  seems  to  me  most  immediately 
essential  for  the  progress  of  your  schools  this  year. 

CONDITIONS. 

I  found  the  school  buildings  in  good  repair,  as  that  term 
is  commonly  understood.  It  is  evident  that  you  and 
former  school  boards  have  attended  to  that  duty  faith- 
fully. Yet,  none  of  the  schoolrooms  meet  the  standard 
requirements  of  the  state.  The  standard  requirements  are : 
that  schoolrooms  shall  be  neat  and  sanitary ;  that  they  shall 
be  well  lighted,  the  light  coming  from  the  rear  and  left  of 
the  pupil  and  the  window  surface  one-sixth,  at  least,  of  the 
floor  surface ;  that  they  shall  be  well  heated  and  ventilated ; 
that  the  seats  and  desks  be  adjustable ;  that  blackboards 
be  of  slate ;  that  there  be  a  proper  drinking  receptacle  and 
individual  cups;  that  toilets  be  sanitary,  and  so  connected 
with  the  main  building  that  pupils  need  not  go  out  of  doors 
to  enter  them.  I  need  not  remind  you  that  your  school- 
rooms all  need  attention  in  all  these  respects. 

I  found  teachers  working  faithfully  but  somewhat 
blindly.  The  work  of  each  school  was  entirely  independent 
of  any  other.  To  say  that  a  pupil  was  in  the  fifth  grade 
meant  as  many  different  things  as  there  were  schools.     A 
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pupil  in  the  sixth  grade  going  from  Burnham  Hill  school 
to  the  Center,  might  there  find  himself  to  be  in  the  fifth 
or  seventh  grade.  In  other  words  there  was  no  organiza- 
tion of  the  school  work. 

Grading  was  based,  principally,  upon  the  number  of 
years  a  pupil  had  attended  school  and  not  upon  the  qual- 
ity or  quantity  of  work  done.  There  Avere  few  exceptions. 
I  found  several  pupils  very  badly  misgraded.  I  found 
some  ahead  of  their  grade,  some  behind  it.  Some  were 
rated  as  seventh  grade  Avhom  we  hope  and  expect  before 
June  next  will  measure  up  to  eighth  grade  and  be  able  to 
graduate  from  your  elementary  schools. 

I  found  the  equipment  of  the  schools  in  all  respects  very 
inadequate.  It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  your  teachers  to 
get  satisfactory  results,  or  results  that  compare  favorably 
with  other  schools  unless  you  give  them  proper  tools  to 
work  with.  It  is  useless  to  expect  your  children  to  be  in- 
terested in  school  unless  you  can  furnish  them  something 
to  interest  them ;  and  interest  is  a  very  essential  factor  in 
the  learning  process  and,  therefore,  a  thing  to  be  striven 
for. 

I  found  the  pupils  ready  and  eager  for  something  new, 
but  rather  indifferent  to  the  old. 

I  found  a  school  board  extremely  interested  in  the  bet- 
terment of  the  schools ;  ready  to  act  upon  suggestions  so 
far  as  means  would  permit;  ready  to  delegate  power  to 
me  to  secure  results.  Certainly  if  any  fault  is  to  be  found 
with  results  obtained  in  the  Dunbarton  schools  in  the  past 
five  months,  it  should  not  be  found  with  the  school  board. 

The  condition  of  school  matters  as  a  whole  was  not  such 
as  the  children  of  Dunbarton  deserve. 

"What  has  been  done  toward  helping  the  conditions?  So 
far  as  the  condition  of  schoolrooms  is  concerned,  nothing 
has  been  done  as  there  were  no  means  with  which  to  do. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  toward  better  organization. 
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"We  have  started  a  kind  of  work  and  method  of  doing  it  in 
the  lower  grades  that  eventually  Avill  speak  for  itself.  The 
results  just  now  may  not  be  apparent ;  but  as  the  children 
pass  from  grade  to  grade  better  equipped  than  formerly  for 
the  Avork  of  the  succeeding  grade,  then  will  be  seen  the 
results. 

By  means  of  scientific  tests  and  measurements  of  efifi- 
ciency  we  have  begun  to  systematize  the  work  and  to  better 
grade  the  pupils.  These  tests  and  others  Avill  continue  to 
be  given  throughout  the  year.  When  this  systematizing 
is  perfected,  all  the  schools  will  be  doing  practically  the 
same  work  in  each  of  the  several  grades.  A  change  of  resi- 
dence to  some  other  town  of  the  state  which  is  under  super- 
vision, or  a  change  of  school  in  the  same  town  will  not  ef- 
fect the  standing  of  the  pupil.  Grade  four  at  North  Dun- 
barton  school  will  mean  the  same  as  grade  four  at  the  Cen- 
ter school,  or  grade  four  at  East  Weare.  These  results  and 
improvements,  of  necessitj^  demand  time  to  have  them  seen 
or  appreciated  to  their  full  value.  At  present  they  are 
somewhat  hidden  betterments.  What  are  some  things  done 
that  show  on  the  surface  ? 

A  few  new  books — as  many  as  funds  would  permit — have 
been  selected  with  special  reference  to  meet  the  needs  and 
interests  of  the  pupils.  These  books,  for  the  most  part  in- 
formational and  supplementary  to  the  regular  text-books, 
have  brought  to  the  teacher  a  new  means  of  accomplishing 
results  that  show  at  once.  She  has  not  only  been  encour- 
aged but  her  interest  has  been  increased. 

The  pupils'  interest,  however,  in  the  subject-matter  of 
these  new  books,  and  their  increased  interest  in  the  school 
work  as  a  whole,  is  a  result  evident  to  every  Adsitor  of  the 
schools.  IMany  parents  have  also  noticed  it  in  the  home 
and  been  kind  enough  to  speak  of  it. 

New  methods  of  teaching  some  subjects  have  been  given 
the  teachers.     By  these  methods,  not  only  more  interest 
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has  been  aroused  in  the  subject  but  far  better  results  ob- 
tained than  formerly. 

The  fact  that  the  pupils  know  that  promotions  Avill  be 
made  by  the  superintendent  after  consultation  -with  teach- 
ers, and  that  those  promotions  Avill  depend  upon  a  certain 
standard  of  work  being  done  has  tended  to  awaken  the 
pupils  to  a  sense  of  individual  responsibility  that  shoAvs  in 
his  daily  work.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  upper  grades. 
Much  more  can  be  done  if  we  have  more  to  do  with. 

EQUIPMENT. 

I  have  already  said  that  the  schools  were  very  poorly 
equipped  for  work.  Some  of  the  text-books  are  not  suited 
to  the  schools.  Some  are  out  of  date  and  there  are  too  few 
of  them.  The  supplementary  books  like  "Geography  and 
History  Headers, "  "Nature  Study"  and  informational 
readers  are  entirely  inadequate  for  a  modern  school.  There 
are  practically  no  maps  nor  "busy  work"  material. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  failure  of  pupils  to  attend  school  more  regularly  and 
the  eifect  of  this  irregular  attendance  upon  the  progress  of 
the  pupil  is  a  deplorable  condition  of  things.  As  the  schools 
become  better  graded  and  systematized  this  non-attendance 
will  be  all  the  more  disastrous  to  the  pupils'  advancement. 
I  wish  the  parents  might  fully  realize  all  that  regular  at- 
tendance means  to  their  children,  and  all  that  irregular  at- 
tendance means,  not  only  to  their  children  but  to  those  chil- 
dren who  are  most  always  present  and  to  the  teacher  whose 
work  is  practically  doubled  thereby.  One  of  the  most 
necessary  things  demanded,  that  the  schools  of  Dunbar- 
ton  may  be  of  greater  value  to  the  town  and  to  the  state  is, 
that  the  attendance  laws  of  the  state  be  enforced. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


After  observing  existing  conditions  in  your  schools  and 
knowing  their  needs  if  they  are  to  be  modern  schools,  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

I  recommend  that  some  one  school  building  be  decided 
upon  each  year  to  be  so  repaired  as  to  meet  the  standard 
requirements  of  the  state,  or  at  least  to  go  as  far  as  possible 
with  such  repairs  without  burdening  the  taxpayers. 

I  recommend  that  you  ask  for  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  appropriation  for  books  and  supplies  for  two  reasons: 
First,  because  the  price  of  school  books  was  advanced  Janu- 
ary 1,  and  the  price  of  school  supplies,  especially  paper,  has 
doubled  in  price  since  last  j'ear.  The  same  appropriation 
as  last  year  would  enable  you  to  buy  scarcely  half  as  much 
as  last  year.  Second,  because  the  best  good  of  the  schools 
requires  a  much  larger  and  better  equiment  in  both  books 
and  illustrative  material  than  you  now  have. 

I  recommend  that  a  truant  officer,  fearless  to  act,  be  em- 
ployed this  next  year,  and  the  state  attendance  laws  be 
rigidly  enforced  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  child,  but 
for  the  best  good  of  the  town  and  state  and  incidentally 
for  the  financial  benefit  of  the  town. 

I  believe  that  a  better  understanding  of  school  matters 
between  parents  and  school  officials  could  be  secured ;  that 
much  good  could  be  accomplished,  valuable  information  dis- 
seminated and  a  live  interest  in  educational  matters  created 
by  the  organization  of  a  "Parent-Teachers'  Association." 
I  recommend  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  that  such  an  associa- 
tion be  organized  this  year. 

I  recommend  that  in  hiring  teachers,  preference  be  given 
to  Normal  graduates  and  those  holding  state  certificates. 
First,  because  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  bet- 
ter fitted  for  the  work.  Second,  because  it  is  a  good  busi- 
ness proposition  to  do  so. 
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CONCLUSION. 


I  wish  to  thank  you  and  through  you  the  teachers  for 
the  courteous  manner  with  which  I  have  been  received,  and 
the  ready  assistance  given  to  accomplish  all  we  could  by 
working  together  harmoniously  for  the  upbuilding  of  edu- 
cational conditions  in  the  town.  I  presume  we  all  feel  that 
we  have  not  accomplished  as  much  as  we  would  like  to 
have  done  and  that  we  much  regret  some  unfortunate  cir- 
cumstances. I  believe,  however,  that  a  good  foundation 
has  been  begun  and  even  substantial  progress  already  made 
for  better  schools  in  Dunbarton.
